The  Bosman  family  of  South  Africa 

The  progenitor  of  the  Bosman  family  of  South  Africa  is  Hermanus  Bosman.  He  came  from  Amsterdam  in  the 
Netherlands.  Hermanus  became  a  sick  comforter  in  the  service  of  the  D.E.I.C.  and  arrived  in  Cape  Town  on  19  April 

1707  on  the  vessel  Overrijp.  He  worked  as  sick  comforter,  lead  singer  and  scripture  reader  of  the  DRC  congregation  in 
Paarl  until  his  retirement  from  the  D.E.I.C.  in  1748.  In  1715  he  also  received  the  picturesque  farm  De  Nieuwe  Plantatie 
on  the  south  eastern  slopes  of  the  Paarl  Mountain.  Today  this  farm  and  original  homestead  is  the  property  of  the  world 
acclaimed  Grande  Roche  Hotel.  Hermanus  died  in  1769  at  the  blessed  age  of  87.  He  married  Elisabeth  de  Villiers  in 

1708  and  together  they  had  1 1  children,  consisting  of  seven  sons  and  four  daughters.  His  Bosman  family  name  is  carried 
forward  by  two  of  his  sons: 

•  Hermanus  (b7:  owner  of  the  farm  Olyvenhout  in  the  Blouvlei  near  Wellington) 

•  Isaak  (b  1 0:  owner  of  the  farms  Welgelegen  and  Koopmanskloof  in  the  Bottelary  near  Stellenbosch)

•  Danie  Bosman,  composer  of  Afrikaans  popular  music 

•  Prof.  D.B.  Bosman,  writer  of  Afrikaans/English  dictionaries 

•  Bosman  di  Ravelli,  international  pianist 

•  Arnold  Bosman,  international  conductor 

•  F.W.  de  Klerk  (descendant),  state  president  of  South  Africa 

•  Paul  Kruger  (descendant),  last  president  of  the  Zuid-Afrikaansche  Republiek  (ZAR) 

•  Jamie  Uys  (descendant),  filmmaker' 

•  Ingrid  Jonker  and  Elizabeth  Eybers  (descendants),  poets 

•  Gabriel  Gideon  Cillie  (descendant),  first  vice  chancellor  of  the  University  of  Stellenbosch 

•  Charne  Bosman  (by  marriage),  female  winner  of  the  Comrades  Marathon  in  2016
